Fellow Citizens of the Senate, amk 
-~ House of Representatives. - ue 
.- Nearly two years have elapsed since the rise of the 
-Jast session of the Legislature, theearky part of which 
time was marked by the most afflictiag and me- 
Janeholy dispensatians of divine providence. The 
-epitemic which regéd with violence ix different pats 
of the state,carfying with it frequently death, was well 
caleulatec ta.preduce distress. and alarm: and. some 
of the honorable members ofthelest Legislature, 1 aim 
sorry to say, sre now no more. With the approach of ` 
spring,the malady disappeared: since which our ciii- 
zens have enjoyed a remarkable share of good heaith,. 
Phat scourge’ was follewed by an unusual drought, in 
the summer of the same year, whichthreat ne] agreater 
scarcily than had-been ever witnessed in. the country. 
in this state of things the citizens resorted to the moat 
rigid rites. ofeconomy xand surely ourthanks aredue 
to providence for bringing us thro’ those scenes of dise 
case aod threatencd famine 3 and not fegs so forcon- 
feyring on us at this time, the most propitious seagen 
forthe industrious husband-man, that has occurred 
aince the frat settling of this country. Oar ackanw- 
Iecdgements of gratitude are likewise due for the bles- 
aings we enjoy in religioes, civil aud political liberty 
for public peace and domestic happiness ; for his mag- 
nammous design in the univerzal propagation of the 
gospel ; for the present prosnerous situation of aur 
state and country ; for the Increased state of litern- 
gure and literary inetiiniions; for the prospersus 
state of the liberal and mechanic arta s domestic manu- 
factures ang internal improvement. l

sombiv, authorising the Executive te appoint a com- 
missioner tô attend the Legislature of Kentucky, for 
Ro purpose of adjuating the differcace belween theta, 
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states: relative fo Walkers line, Parry W. Ham~ 
phreys, Esquire,.was appointed and. as I deemit ne- 
cessary to lay the whole correspondence, with the do~ 
coments connected therewith, before your Hanorablo: 
Body, I will justremark, at this time, that. the mis- 
sion resalied.in a total disagreement on the part of” 
‘Kentacky to. the. propositions. made by the state of 
Tenneasre : anadas theact subsequently passed. by the 
Legislature of that state, was not bottemed& on any af 
the provisions contained in the taws of this-state, L beg’ | 
leave torefer your Honorable Body, for explanation: 
af the transaction to my circular letter addressed to- 
the members. ofthe bast G-nerak Aseembly,. which is: 
‘prefixed to the laws of Kentucky. Mach time has: 
‘been consumed and considerable es pence incurred byr 
qudeavoring to adjust this matter, hitherto without ef-- 
fect. - F cannot, howevers under present eincumstan-. 
ees hesitate to say, in my opiniem that the breach is: 
Jessened by the proposition made by Kentucky: im 
which it is. proposed, that Walker’s line shell be the: 
establisbed boundary -be ween the two. stes from: 
where it strikes ‘Fennesses river tothe mauth of Q-- 
bed’s river. : Hence, there appears little reason tos 
deuut, that, Hf you should deemit expedient te close: 
with the prspasitiom of Kentucky and ask the adop- 
tion of Walkers line from the mouth of Obed’s river- 
ir Cumberland Gap, it would be acceded to p whieh: 
“would: quiet the inhabitants of both states, who reside- 
near the line. But if Kentucky shouhd stil] adhere- 
fo her present proposition n extending the line fram. 
Tennessee river to the Mississippi, in the latitude of* 
36 degrees and S@ minutes, it wibe for the Lecigla~ 
(ure to. spy an. that, as on all other poists, how far it 
caw be met on principtes.of justice. From the long 
Standing and nature of this unhappy. diffrence, I must 
suppose it to be one of those eases in which, to do jus- 
aie to both parties, mutual concessions. eught to be. 
made, 

. Conceiving it ducta myself, and not wholly uninte- 
rested to my feHow citizens, F will take the liberty of 
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stating thecourse I hate pursued in relation to theex-i 
tinguis sment of the Cherokee claim to land within the: 
Jimits of thestate. In December 1815, I empowered 
the senators from this state J, Williams and G. W. | 
Campbeli, Esqrs. to negsciate a treaty with a Chero- 
kee deputation thenat Washington City, lor lands on- 
the north of Fennessec river. The Commissioners 
had an audience-with the chiefs, explained tlre views of 
their government, but were answered that.the powers. 
they possessed did not authorise then to dispase of the: 
Jand in question., Thus the wegociation ended at that. 
time ; but was renewed by the President of the United: 
States and instructions given to he.d a treaty at the’ 
Cherokee agency on the 2th July, 1816. Anxious to 
avail my cauntry of every opportunity to promote its: 
interest, I ‘called on Cof. John Williams, being. more .. 
convenient tothe agency than Mr. Campbell, to ats. 
tend the treaty under his former apooinment in com. 
pany with myself Thetreaty continued Gf cen days z 
in Which time the views of the general governi: nt 
were folly explained and the claims ofthe state of Ten-- 
nessee urged by every fair argument in our powery 
though at fast unavailing. , : 

I then determined:on making a third attempt and’ 
obtained the favor of Gon. Jackson to renéw the pro- 
position, which hedid at Turkey Town, where the In- 
dians, as if with a view to. elude the subject, suggested: 
thé plan of exchanging lands. Thos the natter res- 
ted until-the Oth June last, when a tieaty wes n= 
pened under the direction of the Presidént of the Uni- 
ted States by Gen’s. Jackson, Meriwether and myself. 
The object of this treaty was- to carry into effect cer- 
tain propositions, made by Mr. Jefferson, while Presi- 
dent of the United States, founded on an application» 
to him by aregalar deputation of the Cherokee nation: 
in January 1803 5 the object ofwhich was to give per-- 
mission to as many of the Cherokees as might choose” 
toremove west of the Mississippi, who should receive 
a tract of country there proportioned to their num- 
bews,-With tho- whole Cherokee nation, for which they 
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Wore to give an cqual quantity of land te the 1 ang 
States out of the Cherokee country. ‘That agerouwad 
has received the sanction of the Cherekey watwana , «s 
well as those who haxe, as those who lave met, oo ene 
ed.. The census of tHe nation is, by peste supula 
tius. to be takanin June next, for the | utpat of raa 
bling the contracting parties to adjusi the quantity «f 
lanu to be exchanged. .

"Kennessce river, on the west by the Mississippi, and. 
includes all the land frem.north to south across the» 
state: and from the best information I have been able 

te obtain, nearly one half of this land has been loca-- 
ted and the greater part: granted from thirty to forty 

years azo, and at atime when North Caroliaa posses- 

sed the sovereign: right, long antecedent to the act of 
cession made to the United Siates ; and that she did. 
possess the right to dispoee of these lands is clear from: 
the acceptance by the United States of that cession. 

‘Phe United States, as I am advised, have granted, itr. 
due form 640 acres on which the town of Pulaski, the- 
seat of justice of Giles county, is established, and in 

many other respects have acted as-tho’ they held those 

lands by regular title. Ifthen the United States - pos-. 
8e35 a fee simple estate in the vacant land derived: 
from North Carolina, it will follow, that the officera 

and soldicrs ofthe army have the most‘indisputable ti- 

tles to those lands, granted to them. If the subject of 
right to dispose of thase lands be conceded as being at 
the time vested in N, Carolina, no question can arise, 

except ag to the possession which. appears -to be settled: 
down by existing treaties, maide at, a time when, per- 
haps, the measures were justified by necessity and po-- 
hey. But, if.such was-then.the fact, no pretext scems- 
now to exist. Weare at peace both.at home and a- 

broad, and the weight ofthe American arm is compe- 

teni tothe protection of her citizens as wellin person: 
as property. I have brenght this subject before your 
Honorable Body, conceiving it to be oie of very great 

dignity and iatercst to the state; and L indulge the- 
hope that it will reecive that weight of character, in. 
formofa remonstrance to Congress,. if so justly me-. 
Lits. 

‘The subject of the memorial presented by the Le- 
sislature of North Carolina to Congress at their last 
session, Will merit your attention. The cuasidcraticn: 
of the subject was-pustponed by Congress 3 the docu- 
minty and proceedings, on which. will, in duo time, be- 
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faid before you. At present I will only express a hope 
that the charges made in that memorial against this 
state may be met in a spirit of amity and cempromise, 
and yet with a due regard to the interest of the state 
ef Tennessee. 

Inthe course of thelast winter, I attempted to pro- 
eure astatement of the quantity of the circulating and 
unsatisfied land warrants; and also the quantity of 
land fit for cultivation, that remainéd unappropriated, 
by applying to the principal surveyors of the several 
districts throughout the state, for a statement of the 
number of entries, with the quantity contained therein, 
made in cach year in their respective offices, from the 
opening thereof upto that time. The Commissioners 
of East and West Tennessee were also called on for a 
report of the gross amount of warrants, issued by their 
respective boards. AndI owe it to those officers, with 
the exception of two, whese reports have not come to. 
hand, to say, that these reports were furnished with 
dispatch and in strict conformity with the plan sub- 
mitted. These reports, were forwarded to James B., 
Reynolds, Esq. at that time a member of Congress. 
from this state, with the view of having tliem laid be- 
fore that body ; but whether they reached him too late 
in the session to be acted upon, or how they were 
disposed of, T have not been advised. 

Impressed witha consciousness of the difficulties of 
ebtaining correct information, and sensible that many 
defects attend the course I have pursued, [deem it my 
duty to lay the subject before the legislative guar- 
dians of the people, as one which, ina collateral] point 
of view, may justly merit their attention, when taken ` 
inconnection with our landed relations with North. 
Carolina and the general government. The documents 
in my possession as well as any information I may - 
have on the subject, will, if required, be cheerfully fur- 
nished. 

I will submit for your consideration the propriety 
of turning your attention to improving the navigation 
‘of our rivers, cither by incorporating navigation com- 
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panies for a definite number of years: with ‘the: ph; 

to chavge toll, or by such other. means as your wisdom 

may suggest, Frequent attempts have been made in 

former ycars to commence this higbly important work, 

Which were generally met by -the negative voice of 
those, who appeared to think that they represented the 

farming interest exclusively, urging, that none were 

to be benefitted but the mercantile class of our citi- 

zens. This objection-must, at thistime, be unavail- 

ing, for by recurring to facts, it will be seen that the 

farmers, particularly in the western part of the: states, 

participate largély'‘in the advantage. at present deré- 

ved from thenavigation of our rivers in the exportation 

of our surplus-produce to market. Thegrowth and pros- 

perity of our country, Ihave ever believed, materially 

depend ona safe outlet for-our surplus produce and ar 

casy commercial intercourse with our* neighboring 

states. Every facility then ought to be afforded that 

would tend to the furtherance of these objects. To 

shew the increasing importance of this subject, I'will 

submit a statement of the gross amount of produce, so 

far as accurate information: has been obtained, expor- 

ted from the stateduring’the present season. I feel 

great satisfaction in exhibiting this -statement, not’ 
that I am inconscious ofits bearing’ very little com- 

parison with that of many other states in the unions. 
but when we.attach to its importance these facts, that 

we are yet an infant people, compesed of from two: 
io three hundred thousand souls, and -that these pro- 

ducts.are the labors of our fellow-citizens in the year 

next-gucceeding the termination of the war with Great: 
Britain and who were amongst the last retiring from 

the field. 

The object of improving rivers and public ‘roads : 
ought not to be coysidered exclusively in a: pecuniary 
point of view ; for in addition to commercisd facilities, - 
they, by a concurrence of interesting: Gircumstances, . 
inxite us to associate with eachother, by which we 
become more intimately acquainted, our interests ce- ; 
mouted, and our social tiqgs every way strengtheneds . 
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In parsusnce of the act of the last session anthort-

five hundred dollars to be borrowed at three different 
times, which could not be reimbursed by the Treasu.

‘Phe Directors of the Banks, chartered at Jonesbo- ` 


novgh and Franklin, have given notice that their reg- 
pective banks are about to commence operations, and 
desired to know whether the state would take the stock 
reserved for her in the charter. My answer to the 
Directors at Jonesborough was such as I conceived 
the existing state of the treasury, in Connection wilh o- 
ther reasons, imperiously demanded. As [intend to 
Jay the correspondence before you, L will forbear to 


make any comments, but would beg leave to recom- - 


mend a roview of the law organizing those banks; 
and let it be distinctly understood whether the Exe- 
culive, as the agent of the state, is bound to make her 
a subscriber to each of those incorporated banks; an, 
if this be his duty, it will be necessary to create a funs 
from which the r quisite resources can be drawn t. 
meet those engagements for which the existing law) 
have made no provisions. ~ 

I beg leave to invite your attention to an act entitled 
‘an act to provide for the payment of state and coun- 
ty taxes,” passsed Nosember 13th, 1815. There are 
abundantreasons to believe that the motives, which in- 


fluenced the Legislature in enacting this law, were | 


honorable and such as to them appeared to be sanction- 
ed by sognd policy. In its operation if has had the 
effect of burthening the treasury with a discription of 
notes, some of which were not even at par with current 
nates or silverin any section of the union. By this 
Jaw, the crippled credit of these notes was supported 
to the manifest prejudice of our citizens, who held ho- 
nest claims against the state. Prom these remarks, 
gentlemen, I refer you to the before recited act, to Suy 
how far it is entitled fo a placein the revenue laws of 
your state. sB 
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A number of vacancies ave occurredin the different 
eflices in the state since the adjournment ofthe last Gee 
nevally Assembly, which have been filled by tempora- 
ry appointingits that will expire with the end of the 
present session, The vacancy occasioned by the re- 
signation of Judge Overton, oneof the Judges of the 
Sapreme Court of Errors and Appeal , has been filled 
by the appointment of Robert Whyte, Esq. The va- 
cancy occasioned by the death of Judge Cook in the 
same court bas been filled by John Haywood, Esq. 
"Lhe vacancy occasioned by the resignation of William 
Kelly, Esq. Judge of the first circuit, is filled by 
Thomas Emmerson, Esq. ‘The vacancy occasioned 
by tho resignation of James ©. Mitchell, Esq. Solici- 
dor General of the second circuit, is filled by John 
Wilkinson, Esq. In the third circuit, William B. 

tartin, Esq. is appointed Solicitor Goneral, vice 
John Catron, Esq. resigned. William C. Mynatt, 
has been appointed commissioner for Kast Tennessee, 
vice Robert IL, Adams, Esq. resigned. The vacancy 
occasioned by the expiration of Col. Williams’s term 
of sorvice as senator in congress, was filled by the re- 
appointment af that gentlemanin the called scssion of 
the Senate in March last. ‘The vacancy occasioned 
by tho insanity of George Poyzer, notary public for 
West Tennessee, is Bled by Washington Perkins. ‘fhe 
vacancy occasioned by the death of John Mc’Cormick, 
notary public for east Tennessee, is filed by James 
Kennedy Sewer, 

Tam well aware that these offices are considered of 
tho highest dignity and interest to the state, and J as- 
syre you they were filled under that solemn impression, 
and with a full view ofthe great responsibility which 
could nat fall to attach to the exercise of apoewer, 
that, under all other circumstances is confided to the 
collected wisdom of the state, And while I indulge in 
expressing my thankfulness to the Divine Benefactor 
for his benign interposition, I am not unmincfal of 
the greaf obligation Lam under to my fellow citizens for 
their apparent ppprobation. And I also derive much sa- 
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tivfaction from learning that the different officers, In 
discharge of their dutics, have realized the highest 
expectation of many of my fellow citizens. 

The duty of filling these appomtments permanently 
devolves on your Honorable Body, and it affords ma 
sincere pleasure to Know, thatin your aggregate ca- 
pacity, you possess a knowlo.lge of the wishes and in- 
teresis of the people, which cannot fall to the lot of 
any onc man. Italso tends to lesson the embarrass- 
ment and responsibility which I have experienced, 
particularly in the appointment of Mr. Emmerson, 
who resides out of the circuit fur which he has been 
appointed, Priore to his appointment, I had made 
four diferent unsuccessful applications to gentlemen 
ofthe barin the first civcuit. And in fact three of the 
courts in the circuit were adjourned by the sheriffs of 
the respective counties to the manifest inconvenience 
and injury of the suitors. 

This state of things, t have no doubt, was produced 
in part by an aversion, of long standing, te Executive 
appointments 3 how for this prejudice will be secand- 
ed on this occasion, forma no part of my business or 
inguiry, Itis a sullrient guarantee, that your inter- 
est and happiness are both identified with that of your 
fellow citizens and that you cannot injure the one with- 
out a violation of the ofher 

Mexperien-eshews plainly the necessity of making 
sane amendment to the pres nt Jaw reg lat ng the cir- 
enifcourt system, by anthorsing thes ‘appoiniment if 
snno gentlencn ofthe bar, of skill and integrity, t>» 
decide on all cans's depending in any of the cosrts, it 
which the judge is disqualified to sit, with an equat

[ have received three boxes, containing the laws and 
journals ofcongresa, with many other valuabla state 
pane s, the very inconsideralde expence of transporta- 
tion has been paid and the Secretary of State will pic- 
gent to you the amount, who has by order of a resolu.

and rather than pass a verdict of guilty, whereby an 
ignominious punishment would be inflicted, various 
pretences are offen resorted to, to justify an acquittal, 
and thereby offquders escape the punishmentthat is gue 
to ther crimes. 


Your committee are impressed with a belief that the 
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erection of a peniteutiary would in some measure obvi- 
ate the evils above specifred, and are of opinion, that 
the experiment which has been made the last 4 years of 
raising funds by subscription for that desirable objett 
is altogether ineffectual. It appears from the returns 
of subscriptions made to the last session of the legisla- 
‘ture, that the sum of $ 1,601 24 cents had bec n subscri- 
bed, (see Journals of the house of representatives, page.

That the settlements made‘on Jands ‘within the Ji. - 
mits.6f this state, south of French Broad and Holston . 
and West.of Big Pigeon rivers, commenced, some time

‘worth, at least two dollars per acre, to which, the In.

two hundred thousand acres of tand for the use of 
Colleges and Academies— Whereas in- truth and in fact 
there was, in that tract of country, at-that time little ar 
no land of any value, to which the Indian title was ex. 
tinguished, except that which had been Jong settled, 
"was then held and possessed by thosc entitled to rights 
of occupancy and pre-emption. ‘The General Assem. 
bly conceive that this mistake, a8 to the true situation 
of-the country is clear from the different previsions in 
the act herein before referred to, which state.—First, 
that the land for the use of colleges :and academies 
shall be sold at a price not lessy than two dollars per 
acre, and secondly, that occupants shall have their pre- 
emptions at a price not less than one dollar per acre 
provisions intirely inconsistent, if. we suppose it was 
intented that the. locations for colleges: and academies 
were to be made, on lands; to which there were occu:

been extinguished within the boundaries mentioned 
fm that purpose in said act of Congress, upon which 
the said two tracts for- Colleges amd Academics, or cis 
ther of them could be located, desirous to carry into 
effect the laudable and beneficient design of your ho- 
norable body so far as they could do so, consistent with 
the situation of their state, and the interest of their ci-

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the sale of-the land south of French Broad & Halstom’ 
agreeable to the constitution of this state, and the pro- 
visions ofthe act of Congress therein referred to,” & 
by virtue of provisions contained in the 22d section 
of said act; appointed commissioners, to lay off-two ene’ 
tire. tracts of one hundred. thousand acres each—One 
for the use of two.

In attempting to settle upon this price, many,cir- 
cumstances were necessarily to bà considered by tha 
Keislature. Tho laudable purpose, to which a part of 
tha moncy was to be applied, was a circumstance. 
from which it would geem,. the highest ‘price, which. 
the Iland would command, ought to ba agreed up- 
of. On tho other hand, the carly ‘settlements made 
by these occupants ; the losses & injuries they had. 
sustained in the course of several indian wars,. the. 
great security & protection they had furnished the iñ- 
terior parts of the state during those wara-3 the pover, 
ty of many- tracts.claimed by- occupants, and the low 
price which other citizens, not more meritorious, in, 
every other. part of the state had paid for their lands, 
induced the legislature then, to conelude, that although

' Your honorable body will readily-perecive that the 
sum which your bounty intended for the benefit of cok- 
Teges and academ#ts was thus lessened one half and 
owing to the pressure of the times; the limited meang 
which those occupants have of raising money, very 
little even of this half, has been coHected..- 
' The-colleges and accademies brought into existence 
by your good intentions have thus-far languished for 
wiint.of that substantial support, which yon intended, 
Wut it seems to yaur memorialists that the ‘time has 
nearly arrived when your good intentions can certais- 
ly be realisedy-nud that without injury to any indiri- 
dual whatever. l : 
~ With pleasure; it is Known that'a treaty has, lately 
been made with the Gherokee Indians; which we lopo 
Will be the means, at no distant day, of extinguishing 
their remaining claim, toany land in Tenm ssee, when 
thet period shall huye arrived, there will be. that part 
áf the trart of country secured te them, by the act of 
N, C. passed i 17835 noticed in. said actaf Congress, 
Which lies west oflittle Tennessee and south of big. Ten- 
hessce rivers; upon which there are no Individnal claims,

ates from the laboring classes to those who do not las 
or; and already indeed has this system increased the 
rice of the public lands in many instances beyond the 
ach of the laboring poor. 

And whereas but few tf any of the good people of this 
ite are holders of stock im any monied institution not 
hartered by the laws of this state, and therefore cam 
ave no interest or participation in their profits. 

4nd whereas the establishment ofa monied institu- 
on within the limits of this state, the capital stock of 
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auch institution not being owned by the citizens there: 
ef, will afford the means of withdrawitg semi-aanual.. 
ły. the whole profits of such institution from the goo¢. 
people of this state, and placing the same in the hands: 
of persons unknown, without any. adequate return, 
therefor. 

And whereas fronrthe insulated position of this: state, 
she is ina great degree exclude from the benefits of 
commerce, and from the smallness of her capital and o. 
ther causes which operate upon her, she is unable to 
meet such a. continual abstraction from her resources, 

Be it therefore vesolved.by the general sssembly of, 
the state of Tennessee, that they do greatly regret the 
necessity which impels them to declare that they will. 
view with concern and disapprobation, the establish. 
ment of any bank, branch of any bank, or other moni. 
ed institution not chartered by the laws of this state, 
within the limits thereef. And they do feel themselves 
under all the ties. of responsibility which bind the re. 
presentative to the people, by all lawful means in thoit 
power, to prevent and prohibit the same.
